It’s  coming 
down.. 

It’s  on  the 
ground! 

The  devastating 
tornado  that  tore 
through  Oakfield 
Thursday  evening,  July 
18,  injuring  21  and 
doing  at  least  $50  mil¬ 
lion  in  damage,  was 
first  observed  by  an 
Amateur  Radio  Sky- 
wam  spotter,  and  the  headline  is  what  he 
relayed  to  net  control  and  to  the  Fond  du 
Lac  County  Emergency  Operating  Center. 

The  tornado,  discussed  in  a  brief 
telephone  interview  with  Fond  du  Lac 
County  ARES  Emergency  Coordinator 
Bob  Fishelson,  K9GEI,  was  rated  a  Force 
3  event  on  the  Fujita  scale  of  1  to  5.  The 
tornado  which  smashed  Bameveld  in  June 
1984  was  a  Force  5,  which  means  winds 
over  300  MPH. 

Bob  says  from  what  he  saw  following 
the  tornado’s  journey  through  the  village 
of  about  1,000  people,  he  believes  it  to 
have  been  more  likely  a  Force  4  or  even 
higher. 

Although  told  that  the  potential  for 
severe  weather  had  diminished.  Bob  used 
his  own  instincts  and  mobilized  his  spot¬ 
ters  around  6  p.m.  The  events  which 
followed  proved  him  right.  In  fact,  not 
one,  but  four  funnel  clouds  were  seen  in 
two  days.  (A  funnel  is  a  would-be  tornado 
which  has  not  yet  touched  down.)  At  least 
one  did.  Bob  said  it  was  big,  black,  very 
wide,  and  very  ugly. 

Bob  tells  BSSS  that  a  longer  story  and 
a  photo  of  the  tornado  itself  will  follow  for 
our  September  issue.

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Greg  Godsey,  KF4BDY: 
what  really  happened 


Ever  since  young  Greg  Godsey,  KF4BDY,  of 
Hopkinsville,  Kentucky,  was  arrested  in  his  hometown 
on  charges  related  to  his  hobby,  rumors  about  the  case 
have  abounded  on  the  air  and  via  the  Internet.  God¬ 
sey,  an  articulate  and  soft-spoken  youth  who  turned 
17  in  June,  says  he’d  like  to  set  the  record  straight. 

Godsey  was  detained  by  Hopkinsville  Police  on 
May  1 1  and  charged  with  carrying  a  scanner  that 
could  receive  police  radio  frequencies,  with 
impersonating  a  public  official  and  with  disorderly 
conduct.  His  Radio  Shack  HTX-202  2-meter 
transceiver  was  confiscated,  and  he  was  bound  over 
for  trial  on  June  4.  ARRL  Regulatory  Information 
Branch  Supervisor  Norman  Bliss,  WA1CCQ,  said  at 
the  time  of  Godsey’s  arrest  that  the  Kentucky  law 
exempts  equipment  that  is  capable  of  receiving  police 
frequencies  when  it’s  in  the  possession  of  a  licensed 
Amateur  Radio  operator.  Furthermore,  the  HTX-202 
does  not  have  expanded  receive  or  transmit 
capabilities. 

In  court  on  June  4,  the  judge  dismissed  the 
scanner  charge,  and  Godsey’s  H-T  was  returned  to 
him.  Godsey  said  the  scanner  charge  was  dropped 
after  his  lawyer  presented  documentary  evidence  that 
the  radio  could  not  operate  outside  Amateur  Radio 
frequencies.  The  other  charges  were  continued  until 
June  27,  but  that  court  appearance  subsequently  was 
postponed  because  the  arresting  officer  was  out  of 
town  in  a  training  program.  He  has  since  returned  to 
his  regular  duties.  Godsey  said  he’d  learned  from  an 
inside  source  that  the  arresting  officer  was  placed  on 
"desk  duty"  for  a  week  after  he  arrested  the  teenager, 
but  he  did  not  know  if  this  was  related  to  the  handling 
of  his  case. 

Godsey  said  he  returned  his  H-T  to  Tandy  after  he 
discovered  that  the  battery  case  had  been  damaged, 
apparently  while  the  unit  was  in  police  custody.  He 
said  he  wanted  to  see  if  it  could  be  repaired,  and  he 
wanted  additional  assurances  from  Tandy  that  the  unit 
could  not  be  operated  outside  the  ham  bands  "just  in 
case"  the  question  were  to  arise  again  in  court. 

Godsey’s  parents,  Gary  and  Fredericka  Godsey, 
say  their  son  has  never  been  in  trouble  before.  They’¬ 
ve  hired  a  new  attorney  to  handle  future  action  in  the 
case. 

Godsey  said  he’s  not  sure  why  he  was  charged 
with  impersonating  a  public  servant  or  with  disorderly 
conduct,  but  he  thinks  the  former  charge  could  be 
related  to  his  activities  as  the  emergency  coordinator 
for  Christian  County,  Kentucky,  a  position  he 
continues  to  hold.  "I’m  still  plugging  away,"  he  said. 
(It  was  erroneously  reported  in  The  ARRL  Letter, 
QST  and  elsewhere  that  Godsey  had  resigned  as  EC.

Last  gasp  for  Cycle  22? 

Solar  prognosticator  Tad  Cook,  KT7H,  asks:  Is 
this  a  last  gasp  for  Cycle  22?  Solar  activity  recently 
took  a  big  and  unexpected  jump,  with  solar  flux 
peaking  at  83.6  on  July  9,  and  the  average  sunspot 
number  up  almost  6  points  beyond  the  previous 
week. 

Solar  flares  around  the  first  of  the  month  pro¬ 
duced  slow-moving  protons  which  affected  the  A 
and  K  indices  around  July  3,  4  and  5.  The  highest 
K  index  was  4.  A  later  flare  disturbed  conditions  on 
July  12  and  13  during  the  IARU  HF  World  Cham¬ 
pionship. 

Cook  predicts  the  solar  flux  will  again  rise 
above  70  after  July  28.  The  next  solar  rotation  will 
probably  bring  the  current  active  region  around 
again  to  bump  the  solar  flux  up  around  80  after 
August  1. 

Sunspot  numbers  for  July  4  through  10  were  12, 
12,  0,  27,  42,  44  and  36,  respectively,  with  a  mean 
of  24.7.  The  10.7-cm  flux  was  69.1,  68.6,  68.2, 
71.9,  81.6,  83.6,  and  79.8,  respectively,  for  a 
mean  of  74.7.

Shuttle-Mir  mission  launch 
postponed  until  September 

NASA  managers  have  decided  to  replace  the 
reusable  solid-rocket  motors  on  the  space  shuttle  • 
Atlantis,  delaying  until  mid-September  the  planned 
July  31,  1996,  launch  to  rendezvous  with  the 
Russian  space  station  Mir.  STS-79  will  carry  the 
Shuttle  Amateur  Radio  Experiment,  or  SAREX. 
Atlantis’  motors  are  being  replaced  because  techni¬ 
cians  disassembling  the  motors  of  the  previous 
shuttle  mission,  STS-78,  observed  that  hot  gas  had 
seeped  into  J-joints  in  the  field  joints  of  the  motors. 

STS-79  now  is  set  to  take  off  early  on  the 
morning  of  September  15,  1996,  for  a  nine-day 
flight.  This,  the  fourth  Mir  docking  mission,  will 
use  SAREX  configuration  "M,"  which  is  FM  voice, 
using  the  shuttle-Mir  2-meter  radio. 

Three  schools  --  two  in  the  US  and  one  in 
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This  month  I  would  like  to  express  admiration  for  the  software  that  gets  our 
computers  going.  Many  of  the  things  that  happen  when  we  turn  on  the  power  are 
hidden  from  our  view;  they  happen  quickly  and  in  the  background  and  we  really 
are  not  aware  of  them.  Nevertheless,  there  is  a  fairly  complicated  series  of 
happenings.  A  couple  of  years  ago  while  reading,  I  jotted  down  some  notes  and 
made  a  flow  diagram  of  the  boot  process.  That  is  the  subject,  and  most  of  the 
substance,  of  this  article. 

There  are  at  least  16  major  steps  a  computer  must  take  after  the  switch  is 
flipped  on,  before  we  see  the  C:\  prompt  on  the  screen.  If  we  divided  each  step 
into  sub-steps,  it  would  add  up  to  many  more,  easily  filling  all  the  pages  of  this 
month’s  publication.  Even  more  striking  is  that  most  of  the  steps  occur  well 
ahead  of  loading  COMMAND.COM,  the  traffic  cop  that  takes  charge  of 


everything,  including  watching  your  keyboard  to  see  if  you  press  a  key.  Note 

that  COMMAND.COM  loaded  very  late  in  the  process,  down  at  the  bottom  of 
the  flow  chart,  just  after  CONFIG.SYS  is  loaded  and  before  AUTOEXEC.BAT 
is  run. 

That  all  this  happens  so  quickly  and  efficiently  is  a  tribute  to  the  gals  and 
guys  that  wrote  the  program  code  for  the  boot  process  and  operating  system. 
They  wrote  the  programs  in  assembly  language,  a  tedious  process  using  a 
language  that  is  just  one  step  away  from  the  binary  language  (zeros  and  ones) 
that  the  computer  itself  "thinks';  with.  The  computer  translates  the  human-written 
assembly  language  instructions  to  binary,  so  that  it  can  understand  the  commands 
it  is  being  asked  to  follow.  The  same  translation  process  occurs  with  programs 
written  in  PASCAL  or  C  or  BASIC.  These  higher  level  languages  are  much 
easier  for  us  humans  to  understand  and  work  with,  but  the  programmers  who 
designed  and  wrote  the  boot  and  operating  system  software  chose  assembly 
language  because  it  results  in  much  smaller,  efficient  programs  that  run  much 
faster  than  programs  written  in  higher  level  languages.  Had  they  chosen  BASIC 
instead,  it  might  take  5  or  6  minutes  for  the  C:\  prompt  to  appear  after  turning 
on  the  power,  instead  of  a  couple  of  seconds.  Think  of  that  next  time  you  flip  the 
switch  to  the  ON  position!  Happy  computing.

Cameron  —  a 
three-time  shuttle  flight  veteran  who 
became  an  astronaut  in  1984  —  will  join 
Hughes  Training  Inc,  as  Executive 
Director  of  Houston  Operations. 

"Ken’s  contributions  to  the  astronaut 
office  and  to  NASA  have  been 
valuable,"  said  David  C.  Leestma, 
director  of  Flight  Crew  Operations.  "He 
was  instrumental  in  setting  up  the 
support  system  for  NASA  astronauts 
training  in  Russia.  We  wish  him  well  in 
his  new  career."  Cameron  first  flew  as 
pilot  on  STS-37  in  199 1  and  served  as 
commander  on  two  subsequent  missions, 
STS-56  in  1993  and  STS-74  in  1995.

Al  Johnson,  AA7CS,  Fort  Atkinson,  does  final  prep  on  the  HF  antenna  for  the  Don  Evenson,  K9JYX,  Baraboo,  rolls  up  the  contacts  on  20  and  40  meters  (one 
Great  Circus  Train  by  verticalizing  the  dual-resonator  Hustler  mobile  antenna  band  at  a  time,  of  course).  When  he  turned  the  rig  on  just  before  the  train 

after  it  was  C-clamped  to  the  usual  Deutz  tractor  on  the  first  flat  car  behind  thn  pulled  out  of  the  Baraboo  rail  yard,  stations  were  calling  him.  Don  first  operated 

coach  with  the  HF  rig  and  operators.  from  the  train  in  1966,  thirty  years  ago. 


BARABOO  -  In  1 966  Don  Evenson,  K9JYX,  first  operated  an  Amateur 
Radio  station  on  the  Great  Circus  Train,  using  a  converted  Motorola 
Twin  V  radio.  Don  communicated  with  a  chase  vehicle  which  then 
relayed  the  information  to  Milwaukee  via  75  meters.  The  operation  became  sort 
of  a  circus  of  its  own,  with  tubes  failing  and  beer  accidently  poured  into  the  rig 
and  so  on.  In  1996,  Don  observed  the  30th  anniversary  of  that  first  operation  by 
operating  both  HF  and  2  meters  from  the  train.  All  who  worked  the  station, 
K9JYX/Railroad  Mobile,  will  receive  a  colorful  certificateand  other  information 
after  Don  receives  their  9  x  12"  SASE  with  three  units  of  U.  S.  postage  attached. 
(Send  that  to  401  1  1th  Street,  Baraboo,  WI  53913.) 

After  boarding  on  the  morning  of  July  8,  Don  turned  on  the  HF  rig  and 
stations  were  already  calling  on  14.240.  After  two  days  of  operating  bv  Don,  Al 
Johnson,  AA7CS  and  Jim  Romelfanger,  K9ZZ,  about  230  contacts  were  made 
in  32  states,  two  Canadian  provinces,  two  in  Italy  and  one  in  Cuba.  (I  used  my 
high  school  Spanish  for  that  QSO,  and  managed  t o  not  embarrass  myself.  That 
leads  to  another  story  that  we  won't  embarrass  ourselves  -  and  maybe  you  as  well 
-  by  printing  in  this  family  publication.) 

Just  after  departing  the  Baraboo  rail  yard,  I  was  on  my  hands  and  knees 
digging  through  the  spare  "stuff  box  for  a  roll  of  duct  tape.  Someone  tapped  me 
twice  on  the  shoulder  and  said,  "Hello  down  there."  1  kept  digging  and  replied, 

M Hello  up  there,  and  who  are  you?".  Then  I  looked  up.  "Oops,  good  morning 
Governor  Thompson,  it’s  good  to  see  you  again.  Again,  I  was  caught  in  an 
embarrassing  position. 

The  ever-present  duct  tape  came  in  handy.  We  used  it  in  the  donniker  (circus 
for  "toilet")  to  keep  a  leaky  pipe  under  control.  And  one  of  the  Dixieland  jazz 
band's  members  used  it  to  fix  his  tuba. 

The  1994  and  1995  HF  operations  had  the  feedline  running  out  the  door  to 
the  observation  platform  at  the  rear  of  the  car.  And,  it  was  duct  taped  to  the 
walls  and  did  not  make  a  good  looking  installation,  as  well  being  subject  to  the 
hazard  of  being  damaged  by  the  constant  opening  of  the  door.  This  year,  Don 
installed  three  bulkhead  adapters  in  a  window  casing  at  the  rear  of  the  car.  The 
cables  were  then  dressed  down  the  corner  and  beneath  the  old  steam  radiator 
pipes  to  the  operating  posiition.  It  looked  neat  -  almost  invisible. 

Early  the  morning  of  July  9,  before  the  train  left  from  its  layover  in  Horicon, 
the  Rock  River  Radio  Club  was  given  the  cook's  tour  by  club  member  Mark 
Mullin,  N9KQV,  who  also  is  an  Engineer  on  the  Wisconsin  Southern  Railroad 
and  rode  part  of  the  trip  in  our  coach,  and  Don,  K9JYX.  Among  the  RRRC  fok 
were  Section  Manager  Roy  Pederson,  K9FHI,  and  his  wife  Beryl,  KA9BAC. 

Bill  Hommell  III,  KA9QFJ,  Baraboo,  loaned  his  TS-440S  for  the  HF  part  of 
the  operation  and  it  did  the  job  just  fine.  The  two-meter  rig  was  a  Midland 
13-510  and  it  did  the  job  just  fine,  too.  The  double-resonator  Hustler  HF  mobile 
antenna  was  C-clamped  to  the  bucket  support  arms  of  a  Deutz  front  end  loader, 
the  same  as  last  year.  The  2-meter  5/8  wave  mag  mount  was  mounted  on  the 
generator  wagon  in  front  of  the  front  end  loader.

WAPR  News  -  August  199<? 

Hello  everyone.  I  do  hope  you  have  been  able  tc 
spend  some  time  enjoying  the  warm  weather  we  have 
been  experiencing  lately.  After  all,  the  common  ioke 
about  Wisconsin  is  "9  months  of  winter,  and  3  months 
of  bad  sledding".  Apparently,  the  joke  is  on  us  this 
year. 

Things  have  been  heating  up  a  little  in  the 
packet  network  this  season,  and  in  a  good  way.  Two  vgw 
developments  to  report  to  you  this  month. 

First,  the  new  Black  Creek  Node  has  been  put  on 
the  air  and  is  in  the  process  of  being  tweaked.  This 
node,  you  will  remember,  restores  the  link  between 
Appleton  and  Wittenburg.  Al,  KB9BYQ  moved  the 
Appleton  node  stack  from  it's  former  Greenville 
location  to  his  home  in  Appleton  and  the  change  in 
location  did  not  do  the  link  any  favors.  Al  elected  to 
buy  the  equipment  for  the  site  in  Black  Creek  and 
along  with  Steve,  KE9LZ,  installed  in  in  early  July. 
After  some  more  tweaking  to  the  system  is  done  at 
Black  Creek  and  Wittenburg,  the  link  should  prove  to 
be  very  reliable  at  9600  baud  once  again.  As  of  right 
now,  there  is  no  plan  to  put  a  VHF  LAN  node  at  the 
site.  The  node  alias  is  #446BC,  and  it  is  a  backbone 
node  (invisible  to  most  network  users) . 

The  other  development  is  the  purchase  of  the 
equipment  at  the  WINFR  site  in  North  Freedom, 
Wisconsin.  You  may  remember  that  the  site  was 
originally  occupied  with  a  node  installed  by  WA9S0U. 
Later,  Larry  WD9ESU  took  over  operation  and  elected 
to  upgrade  it.  Larry  expressed  a  desire  for  WAPR  to 
take  the  site  over,  with  WAPR  purchasing  the 
equipment  at  the  site.  If  WAPR  did  not  assume 
responsibilty  for  the  site,  it  could  have  very  well 
been  lost. 

WINFR  provides  a  vital  mail  forwarding  link  at 
9600  baud  for  much  of  Wisconsin,  so  the  board  of 
directors  of  WAPR  took  this  situation  very 
seriously.  If  this  site  were  not  maintained,  WAPR 
would  have  had  to  find  a  site  (not  an  easy  task  these 
days),  buy  equipment,  arrange  for  installation,  and 
deal  with  the  tweaking  necessary  in  any  new 
installation  before  mail  forwarding  could  be 
restored.  This  would  have  meant  far  more  work  (not  tc 
mention  interrupted  mail  service)  for  our 
organization.  After  consulting  with  the  WAPR  Board 
of  Directors,  Joel  N9BQM  has  started  the  ball  rollinq 
to  acquire  the  equipment  at  this  site.  You  will 
remember  from  June's  meeting  minutes  that  WAPR  has 
purchased  other  equipment  at  this  site  from  WA9S0U. 
The  purchase  of  the  remaining  equipment  will  insure 
that  the  equipment  at  the  site  is  100?;  WAPR  owned  and 
operated.  Not  to  mention  that  we  will  all  enjoy 
uninterrupted  mail  service. 

Which  brings  up  one  more  topic.  Yes,  it  is  a 
membership  pitch.  As  you  can  see,  WAPR  is  investing 
money  in  the-packet  network.  WAPR  obtains  financing 
from  membership  dues,  and  without  membership  dues, 
we  would  not  be  able  to  purchase  equipment  for  sites 
like  WINFR.

l!sing  the  Wisconsin  Network  -  part  18 

bv  Andy  Nemec .  KB9ALN 

In  past  editions  of  Using  the  Wisconsin  Network, 
we  have  dealt  with  all  sorts  cf  networked  packet 
radio  node  stations.  This  time,  we  will  deal  with  a 
station  that  is  not  strictly  a  Network  Node,  but 
becomes  part  of  a  network  in  very  mar.v  areas.  This 
type  of  station  also  is  capable  of  doing  some  niftv 
stuff,  and  you,  or  someone  you  know  may  even  cwr.  one. 


it  is  a  KA-Node,  and  it  is  inside  of  a  great  manv  of 
the  Xantronics  TNC's  that  are  sold  these  days. 

A  KA-Node  is  not  a  networked  node  in  the 
strictest  sense,  but  vou  can  make  a  long-distance 
connection  through  a  series  of  them  to  form  a  loose 
network,  of  sorts.  They  do  not  utilize  the  "Net, 'Rom" 
protocol,  as  Network  Nodes  do.  They  are  strictly 
AX. 25  nodes.  They  are  a  sophisticated  digipeater 
that  operates  on  the  same  principle  as  a  node.  They 
repeat  your  packets,  acknowleoe  the  reciept  cf  them*, 
and  acknowlege  the  receipt  of  a  packet  intended  for 
your  station  before  the  packet  is  sent  to  you. 

In  other  words,  they  do  not  rely  or  "End-to-End" 
acknowlegment  the  way  that  diqipeatina  does. 
Therefore,  it  is  much  more  efficient  when  used  as  a 
node.  The  KA-Node  can  be  used  as  a  node  on  your  usual 
2-meter  LAN  frequency,  and  some  can  even  act  as  a 
gateway  to  other  frequencies  or  LANs. 

Most  KA-Nodes  have  a  Secondary  Station  I.D.  of  - 
7,  although  this  can  be  changed  tc  a  different  SSID. 
They  can  also  have  an  alias,  but  this  alias  is  not 
recognized  by  network  nodes  (they  don't  speak  the 
same  "Net/Rom"  language).  They  are  sometimes  called 
"Wild  Nodes”,  and  one  can  only  hazard  a  guess  as  to 
the  reason. 

There  are  two  versions  of  the  KA-Node.  The 
single-port  version  is  found  on  TNC’s  like  the  KPC-3, 
while  the  dual-port  version  can  be  seer,  in  the  KAM  and 
9612  TNC's. 

The  single-port  version  is  easy  enough  to  get 
familiar  with,  it  resembles  a  simple  network  node  in 
many  ways.  When  you  connect  to  one,  you  will  get  a 
greeting  and  a  prompt  that  looks  something  like  this: 

##*C0NNECTED  TO  WILD  NODE  WX9APR-7 

Welcome  tc  mv  node,  feel' free  tc  use  it.  PBBS  is 
WX9APR-1 

ENTER  COMMAND:  B,C,J,N,  or  Help  ? 

The  B  command  is  just  like  any  other  node  or  BBS 
-  use  it  to  do  a  polite  disconnect. 

The  C  command  tells  the  node  to  connect  to 
another  station.  C  WZ9APR  will  tell  the  node  to 
connect  to  station  WZ9APR.  If  it  is  unable  tc  connect 
to  this  station,  the  node  will  respond  with: 


###RETRIED  OUT  AT  NODE  WX9APR*#* 

ENTER  COMMAND:  B,C,J,N,  or  Help  ? 

The  J  command  is  the  Heard  List,  and  can  be  seen 
in  three  forms,  J,  JS,  and  JL.  IS  is  a  shorter  form 
heard  list,  without  the  extras.  JL  will  give  a  longer 
heard  list.,  with  the  time  and  date  the  station  was 
heard,  along  with  digipeaters  and  the  type  of  station 
it  has  heard. 

The  N  command  is  also  much  the  same  as  what  one 
would  encounter  on  a  network  node.  It  will  list 
nodes,  and  it  gathers  a  node  list  based  upon  the 
station  ID  that  it  hears  from  another  station.  Other 
KA-Nodes  are  shown  on  this  node  list,  as  well  as  any 
network  nodes  it  can  directly  monitor  on  the 
frequency.  KA-Nodes  don't  show  nodes  linked  by 
backbone  or  wire  link. 

The  Help  command  will  show  ail  cf  the  valid  node 
commands  and  their  variations. 

The  Dual-Port  KA-Node  offers  one  other 
important  feature  that  makes  it  all  the  more  useful. 
There  is  one  addition  tc  the  command  prompt,  and  it 
locks  like  this: 

^CONNECTED  TO  WILD  NODE  WX9APR-7  (CHANNEL  A! 

Welcome  to  mv  node,  feel  free  to  use.  PBBS  is 
WX9APR-1 

ENTER  COMMAND:  B.C,  J,N,X,  or  Help  ? 

The  X  command  is  added,  and  the  J  Heard  list  is 
expanded  a  bit.  And  notice  that  it  now  tells  you  that 
you  are  connected  or.  "Channel  A".  This  node  has  two 
ports,  or  channels  that  connections  can  be  made  on. 
They  can  be  configured  to  be  "Channel  A"  and  "Channel 
B'! ,  or  "VHF"  and  "HF",  tc  name  a  couple.  When  they  are 
configured  in  this  manner,  the  node  becomes  a 
"Gateway"  to  another  frequency,  and  sometimes 
another  mode. 

Using  one  of  these  nodes  configured  as  a  gateway 
is  fairly  easy.  If  the  operator  has  the  gateway 
enabled,  you  simply  connect  to  the  node  and  issue  the 
J  (heard)  command.  The  heard  list  will  indicate 
whether  a  given  call-sign  was  heard  or,  channel  A.  B, 
VHF  or  HF  with  a  forward  slash  and  an  abbreviation 
after  the  call-  sign.  For  example,  this  heard  list 
shows :

WZ9APR  was  heard  at  7:04  on  July  4th,  on  VHP. 
WY9APR  was  heard  cn  the  sane  date,  one  minute 
earlier,  on  the  HF  pert. 

This  is  where  the  X  command  comes  in. 

If  you  wished  tc  connect  to  WZ9APR,  you  would  use 
the  C  command.  If  you  wished  to  connect  to  7.79 APR,  you 
would  use  the  X  command 

(Cross-Channel  Connect)  to  make  the  connection. 
This  tells  the  TNC  to  look  for  the  station  on  the 
other  port  (channel : . 

This  presents  some  interesting  possibilities. 
The  other  port  can  be  HF  or  VHF,  or  can  be  a  different 
mode  -  like  AMTOR,  GTOR,  or  RTTY.  If  one  of  the  ports 
is  HF  packet  on  say,  20  Meters,  one  could  carry  on  a 
conversation  with  someone  on  the  other  side  of  the 
world,  DX permitting. 

This  node  can  also  provide  a  VHF  gateway  to 
another  VHF  LAN.  Usually  the  short  greeting  you 
receive  when  you  connect  to  the  node  will  tell  you 
what  port  does  what  iob. 

Though  KA-Nodes  are  not  really  part  of  the 
Wisconsin  Network,  there  certainly  are  enough  of 
them.  Besides  the  gateway  service  they  can  provide, 
they  are  far  superior  tc  the  practice  of  digipeating 
to  a  network  node,  should  you  have  difficulty  making 
a  direct  connection  tc  a  node  cn  your  LAN  frequency. 
In  this  manner,  they  help  you  to  better  navigate 
through  the  Wisconsin  Network.  Until  next  time,  73,
